WOMAN, 63, WHO WED 
MAN 24, HELD INSANE 


Mrs. Letitia A. H. Russell Gets 
Liberty; Guardian to Handle 
Estate. 


Letitia Atkinson Huthsing 
Russell, 63-year-old great-grand- 
mother, whose recent marital af- 
fairs bave attracted public atten- 
ticn, was pronounced insane by 
Probate Judge Hodgdon today and 
placed under the guardianship of 
Public Administrator Edward W. 
Terry. 

Mrs. Russell, the widow and heir 
of William J. Huthsing, coffee mer- 


chant, who died in January, 1929, 
will be permitted to continue at 
liberty, residing at her home, 40 
Gray avenue, Webster Groves, but 
Terry will take charge of her prop- 
erty. Terry plans to ccnfer with 
Mrs. Russell and her attorneys to 
discuss the disposition of the prop- 
erty. 

Judge Hodgdon’s decision fol- 
lowed a hearing June 27, when an 
alienist testified that Mrs. Russell 
was a “constitutional psychopathic 
case,” with an insufficient sense of 
responsihility, suffering “psychotic 
episodes” or definite periods of 
actual insanity. 

Her daughter and _ son-in-law, 
Mr. and Mrs. Harold Deeming, tes- 
tified to peculiar behavior and it 
was shown that Mrs. Russell had 
been committed twice to the City 
Sanitarium before she met William 
M. Russell, 24, and married him 
in June, 1929. 

As has been told, Russell quit 
work and went to live at Mrs, 
Russell’s home. She divorced him 
last February, alleging indignities, 
but they were remarried a week 
later under assumed names and 
again on March 11 under their real 
names. Between times, Russell 
married a young woman and was

arrrested for bigamy last April but 


Mrs. Russell furnished bond for 
him, saying, ““He’s just a bad boy.”

TRANSIT REPORT 
“TOBE MADE 


Follows Kelker Findings, 
but Is For Street Car Sub- 
way Under Olive St., 
Nineteenth to Third. 


ADVISES FURTHER 
LIMITS ON PARKING 


Commission Suggests Two 
Forms of Franchise to 


Permit $23,000,000 Im- 
provement Program. _— 


The final report of the Trans- 
portation Survey Commission will 
be placed in the hands of Presi- 
dent Neun of the Board of Alder- 
men within the next few days, it 
was said today by Chairman. J. 
J. Russell, following an executive 
session tast night which concluded 
the Commission’s work. 


Meanwhile the report as adopt- 
ed will not be made public and 
members of the Commission who 
were asked about it today said they 
were pledged to secrecy until .: 
was officially released by the 
chairman. 

The report covers two phases of 
the transportation problem, the 
physical phase, which is most im- 
portant, and the matter of fran- 
chise. 

As to the physical phase the 
Commission follows in general the 
recommendations of its consulting 
engineer, R. F. Kelker Jr., which 
have been published, butedisagrecs 
with: Kelker on subways and abo- 
lition of parking in the downtown 
area, 

For Downtown Subways. 

The Commission recommends 
early construction of a street car 
subway under Olive street between 
Nineteenth and Third streets, with 
similar subways to follow, prob- 
ably under Broadway and Ninth 
streets and other east and west 
streets, to be designed as part of 
an ultimate city-wide rapid transit 
system. 
Kelker had reported that St. 
Louis was not ready for subways 
or other expensive forms of rapid 
transit and that the advantages 
possible from .short tubes for 
street cars in the business district 
would not be commensurate with 
the cost. 
The commission also failed to 
follow Kelker’s recommendation 
for abolition of parking in the 
downtown section, but favors fur- 
ther restrictions of parking. 
Other measures recommended by 
Kelker for the relief and speeding 
up of traffic which are indorsed 
by the commission include rerout- 
ing and straightening of street car 
lines, co-ordination of busses and 
street cars to eliminate wasteful 
duplications of service, substituting 
modern cars for many of the older 
cars, eliminating, unimportant stops, 
early completion of street widen- 
ing and straightening projects, in- 
stallation of street car loading safe- 
ty zones on heavily traveled streets, 
and installation of a complete au- 
tomatic traffic signal system in the 
downtown area’ and in2 outlying 
business centers. geet 
The Commission accepts Kelker’s 
suggestion that approximately $23,- 
000,000 should be spent in five 
years for extensions and improve- 
ments of the street railway sys- 
tem and concludes, in line: with the 
previously published report of its 
Finance Committee, that these im- 
provements can be financed only 
by a new franchise for the street 
car company or municipal owner- 
ship. : 

Bwo Forms of Franchise. 

Two forms of franchise are sug- 
gested, first, a grant by the Board 
of Aldermen under the city charter 
to have all the attributes of the 
“terminable permit” except that its 
life would be limited to 50 years, 
and second, a “terminable permit” 
to be granted under an amend- 
ment to the State law designed to 
create’'a municipal transit commis- 
sion. 

The report will say that “a ma- 
jority of the commission” recom- 
mends the first form of franchise 
and it is expected that a draft of 
such a franchise will be included. 
It is known that President Neun 
of the Boatd of Aldermen and 
Alderman Edward I. Kuhs, both 
members of the Commission, were

As he 
tried to find a means of entrance, 
Mrs. J. R. Stafford, 473 Park ave- 


nue. observed him from her back 
porch around the corr ¥. She tele- 
phoned to Chief of Police Andrew 
McDonnell. 


When Chief McDonnell and 
three of his men arrived a few 
minutes later, Fischer was inside, 
having broken a window and re- 
leased a latch, a method which 
had twice proved his undoing 
when he left fingerprints. 

Burglar Goes Upstairs. 

While McDonnell guarded the 
open window, Petrolmen Steven- 
son, Tice and Whe.an circled the 
building. At a rear window, Whe- 
lan and Fischer saw each other 
and tue burglar retreated upstairs. 
The four policemen entered and 
started to the second floor in 
pursuit. 

Finding no trace of the burglar 
on the second floor, the policemen 
considered the attic stairs and the 
trapdoor at the top. As they 
climbed the stairs they heard a 
shot above them. Pushing through 
the trapdoor they found Fischer's 
body on the attic floor. He had 
shot himself in the right temple 
with an. automatic pistol. In his 
pockets were a few pennies, some 
inexpensive jewelry and a revolver 
he had found in the Staetter home. 

McDonnell immediately recog- 
nized Fischer as a burglar who had 
troubled Webster Groves police 
for 10 years. He had been sen- 
tenced twice to the Boonville Re- 
formatory. In 1924 he was arrest- 
ed- after a series of burglaries, 
identified by fingerprints and con- 
victed. 

Promised to “Go Straight.” 

Released in 1928, he visited Mc- 
Donnell and declared he wanted to 
“go straight.”” McDonnell prom- 
ised him “a break” but a month 
later, when four burglaries showed 
the unmistakable evidence of 
Fischer’s glass-breaking technique, 
McDonnell sought a fingerprint 
and found it. Fischer pleaded 
guilty and returned to prison. “It's 
a habit L ean't get over,” he told 
the Chief. 

Fischer was released on June 4, 
last, having served seven-twelfths 
of a three-year term, but Mc- 
Donnell did not know he was at 
large until yesterday afternoon. 
Fischer’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Fischer, 6536 Smiley ave- 
nue, said he had not visited them 
or advised them that he was free.

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THEREV. H.W. MIZNER, 
EX-ST. LOUISAN, DIES 


Episcopal Pastor Succumbs in 
Paris at 61 After Para- 
lytic Stroke. 


The Rev. Henry Watscn Mizner, 
who for 25 years was rector of St. 
Stephen's Episcopal Mission, 520 
Rutger street, died today in Paris, 
according to a cablegram received 
in St. Louis. He was 61 years old, 
and suffered a paralytic stroke re- 
cently. Burial will be in Paris. 

The Rev. Mr. Mizner, up to his 
departure from the city four years 
ago, was one of the best-kncwn 
clergymen of the Missouri diocese. 
He was married in 1912 to Miss 
Margot Postlewaite, foster-daugh- 
ter of Mrs. George A. Castleman, a 
leader in St. Louis society, and one 


of the daughters of the founder cf 
the Rock Island Railroad: Mr. and 
Mrs. Mizner had one daughter, 
Alice. 

Before their marriage, Miss Pos- 
tlewaite lived at the Castleman res- 
idence, 3693 Lindell boulevard, now 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. George 
C. Mackay. She made her home, 
after marriage, in the surroundings 
of the mission, and engaged active- 
ly in settlement werk with her hus- 
band. 

Mr. Mizner was the son of Lan- 
sing Bond Mizner, who was Minis- 
ter to Guatemala under President 
Harrison. An uncle was Brigadier- 
General Henry R. Mizner, U. 8. A, 
and Mr, Mizner entered West Point 
and took a part of the course there 
before deciding to go into the min- 
istry. 

He was rector of the Episccpal 
church at Palmyra, Mo., and served 
on the staff of Christ Church Ca- 
thedral before he went to St. Ste- 
phen’s in 1901. At the time of his 
departure from St. Stephen's in 
1926, it was his plan to go abroad 
for a time, and then to locate in 
+Florida. 

A brother, Wilson Mizner, is a 
playwright widely known in Broad- 
way night life. He eloped in 19056 
with Mrs. Charles T. Yerkes, widow 
pf the Chicago street car magnate, 
who soon afterward divorced him. 
In the Klondike, Wilson Mizner had 
a series cf adventures which were 
recorded in one of Jack Lendon’s 
stories.

PLANE. FORCED DOWN 
OFF DANISH COAST 


Taken in Tow by Rescue 
Steamer but Is Over- 


turned by Sudden Gust 
and Only Three Are 
Known to Have Escaped.

BERLIN, July 9.—Five passen- 
gers are reported drowned, includ- — 
ing two Americans, Miss Ruth Pa- | 
tricia N.zthrop, 25 years old, of 


Philadelphia, and John L, Burk- , 
holder of Mount Pleasant, Pa., by 
the capsizing of the German. 
flying boat D-864, which made a 
forced landing off the coast of 
Denmark in-a rough sea yesterday. 

The flyer left Stettin, Germany, 
yesterday afternoon in the Kalmar- 
Stockholm service. A gale crum- 
pled the left wing, forcing the pilot 
to make an emergency landing in 
the sea near the Island of Born- 
holm, Denmark. The pilot, me- 
chanic and one passenger were res- 
cued by the Danish ship Maja, 
which had taken the plane in tow, 
but the other five passengers dis- 
appeared. So far as could be de- 
termined none of the five still 
missing was picked up. Miss Nor- 
throp was reported to have d 
rescue only by a narrow margin 
when her life belt parted as she 
was being hoisted aboard the 
steamer Spaes. 

Today the German cruiser Heim- . 
dal, several German destroyers and 
several Danish and German air- 
Planes are searching for the miss- | 
ing passengers. 

Pilot Kuring of the flying boat, 
in a report to the Lufthansa Co., | 
said he thought that the Spaes had . 
Picked up several of the missing 
passengers.

ON THE AGREEMENT 


Leaders Pressing for Action 
—Hale Ready to Attack 
London Accord in 10,- 
000 Word Speech. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 9.—Senator 


Moses (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
said in the Senate today that Sen- 
ator Reed (Rep.), Pennsylvania, 
was “wrongfully in possession” of 
the secret documents leading up to 
negotiation of the London naval 
treaty. 

Reed, a delegate to the London 
parley, had invited any Senator to 
see the correspondence in confi- 
dence, but Moses, an opponent of 
the pact, declined the offer and as- 
serted that when Reed's mission to 
London was over he had no right 
to any of the secret papers. 

The Pennsylvania Senator then 
suggested he could arrange:-to have 
Secretary Stimson show the New 
Hampshire Senator the papers in 
formal fashion if he did not care 
to receive them ‘“‘from my tainted 
hands.” Moses declined this offer. 

Advocates of the McKellar reso- 
lution calling on President Hoover 
for the international carrespond- 
ence teading up to negotiations 
of the naval limitation treaty re- 
newed their arguments at the 
opening of the Senate today while 
administration leaders pressed for 
an early vote. 

After a bare quorum of 49 Sena- 
tors answered the roll call, Senator 
Black (Dem.), Alabama, called 
for adoption of the resolution on 
the ground that it involved a right 
of the Senate and was not a ques- 
tion of publicity. Sponsors of the 
treaty are keeping a quorum with 
difficulty. Senators Barkley of 
Kentucky and Connally of Texas 
left for Europe today. 


Treaty proponents were not s0 
much concerned over the docu- 
ment resolution as they were ver 
the delay it might cause in reach- 
ing a vote on the treaty itself. 

Senator Hale (Rep.), Maine, 
chairman of the Naval Commit- 
tee, was Waiting for a vote on the 
MeKellar proposal with a 10,000- 
word speech against the treaty. He 
hoped to make the address before 
the day was over. 

“This question of the informal 
negotiations transcends in impore 
tance the question of the treaty ‘t- 
self,” Black said. “I voted for a 
favorable report on the treaty in 
committe. I expect to vote for it 
in the Senate. I shall vote. how- 
ever, if a motion is made to that 
effect, to postpone a vote until the 
rights of ihe Senate have been 
recognized and respected.” 

The Alabaman contended the 
President was not the “custodian” 
of the files in the State Depart- 
ment and that the Secretary of 
State was responsible to Congress 
and not to the chief executive. 

“Trivial and Shed No Light.” 

Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 
the minority leader, and a delegate 
to the conference, speaking in op- 
position to the McKellar resolution, 
said many of the messages it re- 
quested were in code and if made 
public would “provoke resentment” 
on the part of treaty signatories. 
He said the documents were “abso- 
lutely trivial so far as reflecting 
any light on the treaty after it was 
negotiated.”” Robinson interrupted 
Senator Norris (Rep.), Nebraska, 
who was urging adoption of the 
McKellar proposal. 

Senator Thomas (Dem.), Oklaho- 
ma, proposed an :.mendment call- 
ing for consideration of the docu- 
ments when received in ‘‘closed ex- 
ecutive session,”’ but Senator Borah 
of Idaho, chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, opposed this. 
“The Senate should make no pledge 
in advance of receipt of the pa- 
pers,” he said, ‘‘that they will not 
be made public.” 


Not Expected to Comply. 

Mr. Hoover already has dechfted 
to produce the papers in questien, 
on the ground such action would 
be contrary to public interest. This 
answer was given to the Foreign 
Relations Committee several weeks 
ago when it asked for the docu- 
ments. ; 

There is no expectation in the 
Senate that Mr. Hoover will com- 
ply with the request, in the event 
of a vote approving the McKellar 
resolution. McKellar says the 
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matter will be ended if the Presi- 
dent egain declines to give over 
the documents. 

Mr. Hoover has given’some of 
the documents to the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, but others have 
been withheld. These latter are 
messages exchanged between ‘ the 
State Department and Ambassador 
Dawes at London. There have 
been intimations they were not 
given to the committee because of 
the picturesque language used by 
the outspoken Ambassador. 

Senator McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, author of the document 
resolution and an opponent of the 
treaty, placed in the record letter 
from Mrs. William Cumming 
Story, a former president of the 
Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution, complimenting his opposi- 
tion to the pact. She. wrote she 
was sending letters to all Senators 
urging delay in ratification. 


An “Unfortunate Impres3sion.” 


The assertion that a recent state- 
ment by Representative Temple 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania, indicated 
the Republican party intended uti- 
lizing the London treaty ‘“‘to effect 
the election of Republican Con- 
gressmen’’ was made yesterday by 
Senator Walsh of Montana in a 
statement through the Democratic 
National Committee. 

“From this statement,” he said, 
“{t is reasonably to be inferred by 
the worldly-minded that President 
Hoover's insistence upon keeping 
Senators here to act on the treaty, 
notwithstanding the devastating 
heat of Washington in the dog- 
days, is not so much concern for 
the peace of the world as it is to 
furnish campaign material for the 
congressional! elections.’’ 

The statement’s “implication,” 
he said, would “do more to defeat 
the treaty than anything that may 
be said by Johnson, Moses or the 
Indiana Robinson.” Walsh sug- 
gested that, if the President were 
really desirous of the ratification 
of the treaty, “which can be ac- 
complished,” he said, “only with 
substantial help from the Demo- 
cratic side of the Senate chamber, 
he ought to hasten to remove the 
unfortunate impression that some 
of his indiscreet friends are cre- 
ating.’’

BANKS AND CITY 
COMPROMISE 0 
TAX ASSESSMENT 


$9,443,223 Increase . Is 
Agreed to, Adding $255,- 
. 000 to Municipal, State 
and School Revenues. 
PLAN ADOPTED | 
FOR A YEAR ONLY 


Unhampered in 1931 by 
Arrangement—Long Liti- 
_ gation Avoided. 


An increase of $9,443,223 in the 
assessment returns of 13 St. Louis 
banks and trust companies, which 
will yield about $255,000 addition- 
al revenue to the city, State and 


schools for 1930, has been agreed 
upon as a compromise ~ between 
the banking institutions and the 
city assessment authorities, who 
lately sought to increase the as- 
sessments by $34,534,920. 

The State Board of Equalization, 
approving the arrangement, today 
announced a total assessed valua- 
tion, for the 13 banking and trust 
companies, of $19,458,843, as com- 
pared with $10,015,620, which 
their returms to the Assessor 
showed, and with $44,550,540, the 
total which the city Board of 
Equalization demanded, 

Charles J. Dolan, counsel for the 
city Board of Equalization, on 
whose advice the board undertook 
to increase the banks’ assessments, 
said the compromise did not bind 
the city in any way for future 
years, and that the city Board of 
Equalization will be free to claim 
whatever increases it chinks ad- 
visable for 1931. He advised the 
present settlement, he said, as a 
means of ending the banks’ legal 
resistance, which might have been 
carried to the Supreme Court, and 
might have delayed an adjustment 
indefinitely. 

The controversy between the 
city and the banking and trust in- 
stitutions over the assessments re- 
sulted from the practice followed 
by the trust companies, and by the 
First National Bank, of holding 
their tax-exempt Government se- 
curities through subsidiary corpo- 
rations. The trust companies held 
the stock of the subsidiaries, and 
were not taxed upon it, and the 
subsidiaries held the tax-exempt 
Government securities, which were 
not taxable as their property, but 
which, the city Board of Equaliza- 
tion held, should be taxed, as be- 
ing in reality part of the capital 
stock and surplus of the institu- 
tions. 

In a test case made by the St. 
Louis Union Trust Co. and decided 
by the Missourl Supreme Court in 
1925, the trust companies were 
Sustained in this practice, and it 
was held that the tax-exempt se- 
curities could be held without in- 
curring taxation, through the de- 
vice of subsidiary corporations, or 
holding companics, 

Advised New Test. 

Attorney Dolan last spring ad- 
vised the city Board of Equaliza- 
tion to make a new test of the 
matter, which seemingly had been 
settled by the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision. He pointed out that, since 
the 1925 decision, the use of the 
holding company device had in- 
creased greatly, and that the tax- 
able capital stock and Surplus of 
the trust companies had been de.- 
creased by many millions, to the 
city’s loss. Six trust com panies 
which had such subsidiaries so re. 
duced their taxable capital stock 
that they reported “no taxable 
per toen: Ke to the Assessor. 

e trust companies, an 

First National Bank, saad me 
city’s claim before the State Tax 
Commission, and threatened to 
take the matter again to the Su- 
preme Court. Recently, a settle- 
ment was proposed by lawyers for 
Some of the banks, and after some 
negotiation, a schedule of increases 
Satisfactory to the various institu- 
tions was reached and subinitted 
to Dolan. The Kansas City banks 
had been permitted to make their 
returns on the old basis, and the 
St. Louis institutions Planned, if the 
city held to its full claim, to go into 
Federal Court, charging discrimina- 
tion against the State Tax Com- 
mission. Dolan took this into con- 
sideration in recommending accept- 
ance of the compromise.

10 TRY DETECTIVE 
WHO AIDED MURPHY 


Police Board Accuses Officer 
Who Doubts Condemned 
Slayer’s Guilt. 


A charge of conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer will be preferred 
against Detective Sergeant Frank 
P, Dempsey, at the order of the 
Board of Police Commissioners, 
because he signed ae statement, 
made public on Monday, to the 
effect that he had doubts as to 
the guilt of Thomas Murphy, now 
in city jail under death sentence 
for the murder of Charles A. Reil- 
ly, a druggist, June 16, 1928. , 

In giving the statement to Paul 
Richards, attorney for Murphy, 
who is trying to obtain executive 
clemency for his client, Dempsey 
viclated a section of the police 
manual which forbids a police- 
man to give information obtained 
in the line of duty to anyone out- 
side the department, without hav- 
ing first obtained permission of a 
superior officer, board members 
sald at yesterday’s meeting. 

Dempsey, who has been a mem- 
ber of the force for 29 years, in 


a report to Inspector Walton and 
Chief of Police Gerk, admitted 
making the statement, stating he 
did so to avoid being bothered by 
“lawyers, clergymen and report- 
ers” who had been calling upon 
him for the last week. He said 
Richards, in calling at his home, 
4644 Bessie avenue, to obtain the 
statement, asked him many. ques- 
tions other than those answered 
in the document and was referred 
by Dempsey to Chief Gerk. 

Richards expects to use Demp- 
sey s statement and the testimony 
of John P, English, a witness to 
the holdup in which Reilly was 
killed in his store at 3400 Chip- 
pewa street, as his main argu- 
ments in an effort to obtain a 
commutation of sentence from 
Gov. Caulfield. Murphy fs sen- 
tenced to be hanged July 25. En- 
glish disagrees with two other 
witnesses in saying Murphy is not 
the slayer. 

Dempsey’s doubts, as recounted 

in his statement, wére based on the 
failure of police to find two pistols, 
a pair of glasses and a cap which 
Murphy, in his signed confession, 
said he had used, and the failure of 
witnesses to identify him until he 
had made his confession. The con- 
fession, repudiated by Murphy, was 
used against him at the trial. 
ry John Bowcock, former Assistant 
Circuit Attorney, who prosecuted 
Murphy, is still convinced of the 
prisoner’s guilt. He said yesterday 
he did not believe Murphy could 
Jhave described the crime as accu- 
rately as he did without having 
been present. Bowcock denied he 
dismissed English as a witness in 
violation of an agreement not to 
dismiss witnesses until the conclu- 
sion of the case, as alleged by Irv- 
ing L. Spencer, who defended Mur- 
phy. Bowcock said no en agree- 
ment was made. *- 
. Howard. Sidener, Circuit Attor- 
ney at the time of the trial, said he 
would take no part in the effort to 
obtain ‘clemency unless called. 
Sidener was a witness at the trial, 
testifying Murphy showed no signs 
of having been beaten before “er, 
ing the confession.

Officers and some .clerical em- 
ployes of Missouri Pacific subsid- 
iary lines in Texas will be trans- 
ferred to St. Louis when the plan 
of unified operation, approved con- 
ditionally by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission yesterday, is 
placed in full effect. 

In the absence of President 
Baldwin from St. Louis yesterday, 
no definite statement could be ob- 
tained as to the number or time 
of transfers to be made. It was 
stated at Baldwin’s offices that 
the pending changes will be made

with the main system. Ownership 
of the lines had already been ac- 
quired by the Missouri Pacific, ex- 
cept for a small portion of the 
holdings of the New Orleans, Texas 
& Mexico, or Gulf Coast Line. 

22 Railroads Affected. 

The railroads included in the 
commission’s order, a Washington 
dispatch states, besides the New 
Orleans, Texas & Mexico, are the 
St. Louis, Brownsville & Mexico:

back for a few minutes until the 
car could be run off on to a side 
track. Another $25,000 or $50,000 
could be split between a brakeman 
and a switchman. The two con- 
spirators would have enough left 
out of their unlawful enterprise to 
live in luxury the rest of their 
lives. 

It is impossible to determine 
from official sources the quantity 
of industrial alcoho! actually divert- 
ed to beverage use. “Former Unit- 
ed States District Attorney Buck- 
ner, in his appearance before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee's sub- 
committee in 1926, thcught then 
that 60,000,000 gallons a year were 
being diverted or renatured. Dr.

Commissioner, estimated the

The preceding figures do not 
take into consideration the dena- 
tured alcohol. Moonshiners have 
been quite successful in building 
stills that remove most of the de- 
naturants from the alcohol. Since, 
however, it is cheaper and better 
to make alcohol from sugar, I can 
see no practical reason for rena- 
turing the denatured product. How- 
ever, I am not a moonshiner, and 
I am not on the inside of their 
business. There is this to -say 
about sugar alcohol. It contains 
no deadly poisons that cause im- 
mediate death or blindness. And 
it is not deliberately poisoned by 
the Government.

They 
hold a balance of power in m. ny 
cities that can control the result of 
local and congressional elections. 
They menace the lives of citizens 
by dashing through the streets of 
eities in high-powered automobiles, 
and sometimes engaging in run- 
ning battles with the police. 

They are undermining the mor- 
als of the country. The youth of 
today — the youth from whose 
range ot vision, temptation was to 
be removed by prohibition—knows 
that there are huge profits in pro- 
hibition crime, and sometimes fas- 
cinated by the adventure of the 
thing and the _ possibilities of 
riches, is drawn into the meshes 
of the racket. 


Drinking on Increase. 


There is still much smuggling. 
The quantity is unquestionably 
large. <A few years ago prohibi- 
tion enforcement officials were es- 
timating it at 40,000,000 gallons a 
year.

The pumpkin gin process is sim- 
ple and interesting.

In 30 days 
both the sugar and meat of the 
pumpkin are transformed into 
high-powered gin. My soldier 
friend tells me that it is a delight- 
ful and very intoxicating drink. 

He also gave me a description of 
a very simple and effective ageing 
and purifying process, well under- 
stood, he told me, in army camps. 
A two-inch glass tube, a foot or 
18 inches long, is filled with.alter- 
nate layers of wool and charcoal. 
The moonshine whisky is filtered 
through this tube. The wool ab- 
sorbs the fusel oil, and the char- 
coal catches other im purities. 
Green whisky Is poured in at the 
other end.

LEVEE QUESTIONS 


Judge Faris Rules That 
Drainage System Is Not 
Impaired and Flood Dan- 
ger Not Increased. 


Federal Judge Faris’ award of 
$35,568 yesterday to the Francis 
Ralph Realty Co., cutting $23,909 
from the viewers’ award, penetrat- 


Jed to two fundamentals of the 


complicated Missouri phase of Mis- 
sissippi River flood control, for 
which the Federal Government as- 


sumed full responsibility after the 
disaster’of 1927. 

The defendant, in this Govern- 
ment condemnation suit for 193.72 
acres of the right of way for the 
Bird’s Point-New. Madrid setback 
levee, is a holding company for 
the 2060-acre farm of Dr. and Mrs. 
Ralph E. Niedringhaus of St. Louis. 
They took the position that they 
were not entitled to a jury and the 
trial last week at Cape Girardeau 
was to the point, uncluttered by the 
speeches and grand-stand evidence 
which go with a jury trial. 

As Post-Dispatch readers know, 
the second most important phase 
of Lower Mississippi flood control 
is a floodway, roughly five miles 
wide, taking in about half of Mis- 
sissippi and New Madrid Counties. 
The setback levee to prevent over- 


‘| flow outside the floodway is being 


constructed to a length of about 
35 miles, cutting off about twice 
as much of the winding river-bank, 

The river-bank levee is to re- 
main, reduced three feet in height 
for 11 miles near Bird’s Point, as 
a “fuse plug” to allow water to en- 
ter the floodway and relieve main 
river levees when floods reach the 
danger stage of 55 feet at Cairo. 
That stage has been reached only 
by “extreme” floods occurring: with 
comparative rarity. 

What Faris Ruled. 

About midway or its length the 
setback levee cuts a swath through 
the Niedringhaus land. A $600,000 
ditch, which the Government is 
building to carry off all drainage 
intercepted by the setback levee, 


.follows existing channels fcr the 


most part from Bird’s Point down 
until, on the Niedringhaus prop- 
erty, it meets the borrow pit of the 
levee, here switched to the “land’’ 
instead of the usual “river” side of 
the levee, and enlarged to a ditch 
10 feet deep and 210 feet wide af 
at the surface. 

Drainage blocking was one of 
the fundamentals cn which Judge 
Faris ruled, so far as it concerned 
this particular piece of land. It 
has been a chief scurce of phobias 
against the “Jadwin plan” of flood 
control. Another such source— 
and the other’ fundamental on 
which Judge Faris tcuched—has 
been the fallacy that construction 
of the levee would increase flood- 
ing of the land, Present protec- 
tion cannot be reduced by creating 
the “fuse plug” until flowage rights 
of land within the floodway is ob- 
tained and paid for by later con- 
demnaticn suits, but many attempts 
have been made to inject that 
quistion into the cases concerning 
the setback levee.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, July 9.

EGYPTIAN NATIONALISTS FIGHT 
SH TROOPS, SIX KILLED 


BP ah and Bottles Filled With Sand 
Hurled; Guards Open Fire; 
com Ae Hurt.

CAIRO, J hy 9. 9. —Six persons 


were killed and 49 wounded at 
Mansourah yesterday in a violent 
clash between supporters of Nahas 
Pasha, Wafd (Nationalist) leader 
who recently resigned as Premier, 
and troops and police. 

The town is still in a state of fer- 
ment, but was officially stated to 
be ~well under the control of the 
authorities. 

The rioting started after the au- 
tomobile of Nahas Pasha, with 20 
or 30 Nationalist students clinging 
to it, burst through a police cordon 
barring the way. It was brought 
to a dead stop by a line of Egyptian 
soldiers with fixed bayonets. 

Mansourah is a hotbed of Na- 
tionalist sentiment and a Wafd 
stronghold, and the action of the 
troops quickly brought on the riot. 
A volley of stones and bottles filled 
with sand was hurled into their 
ranks by the Nationalist crowd. 
Hand to. hand fighting raged in 
front of- Shinnawi Bey’s house, 
where Nahas Pasha had lunched, 
and when it had continued for some 
time the police opened fire. The 
Government side got much the 
worst of it, having 37 hurt against 
12 for the Nationalists. 

Nahas Pasha and his party, in- 
cluding members of the Wafd Ex- 
ecutive Committee, remained in 
Shinnapri Bey’s house until the time 
for the departure of their train. 
They returned to Cairo last night.

An Apology for Heed.

OME opponents of James A. Reed 

for Senator in 1922 still seem to be 
sore from the beating that he gave them 
at that time and are trying to create 
dissension by misrepresenting what he 
did at Houston when he went to the 
national convention there as the chosen 
candidate for President of the Missouri 
Democracy. 

Reed told the convention that prohi- 
bition was an issue on which both the 
Republican and Democratic parties were 
divided internally and that the adop- 
tion of an anti-prohibition plank in the 
platform would split the party wide 
open and permit the Republicans to 
win easily at the presidential election. 
He recommended a neutral plank, sim- 
ply pledging the party to the enforce- 
ment of all laws. He acted in the role 
of peacemaker between the wets and 
the drys and not as a trouble-maker, 
which his enemies usually represent him 
to be. His purpose was to win a Dem- 
ocratic victory and that explains his 
conferences with the drys, which are 
misrepresented. His record of voting to 
sustain Wilson's veto of the Volstead act 
and his public. speeches against it were 
never repudiated. 

The Houston convention followed 
Reed's advice and adopted a plank on 
the prohibition question similar to one 
in the Republican platform. But a big 
majority of the delegates had previously 
been pledged to vote for Smith for pres- 
idential candidate and he was therefore 
nominated. Instead of dectining to run 
on the adopted platform, he sent the 
convention a telegram which forced his 
party into a prohibition fight with dis- 
astrous results, as Reed had predicted. 

But public opinton on the prohibition 
question has greatly changed in the past 
two years, so Reed is now trying by his 
speeches and anti-prohibition articles to 
influence the election of Congressmen 
this fall who will vote to repeal the 
Volstead law and permit each state to 
decide for itself how much alcohol would 
make a beverage “intoxicating.”

It is unthink- 
able in the sense that Great Britain does not fight 
her major wars single handed. Her historic policy is 
well known. She has maintained her supremacy, and 
conserved the equilibrium of Europe by alliances. 
That would necessarily be her policy in the event of 
the unthinkable war with the United States. Our en- 
emy would be a coalition, the massed naval strength 
of which we could not possibly match. That is the 
grim reality of. the situation which our jingoes, of 
whom Senator Hiram Johnson is the present vocif- 
erous mouthpiece, refuse to face. 

As for the secret papers in connection with the ne- 
gotiations of the London conference which Senator 
Johnson and his associates have been melodramatic-" 
ally demanding, that bugaboo has been blown up.

so on, it is in a better position than the United States. 
We must import great quantities of materials that 
cannot be produced within the country, and we would 
suffer severely from a prohibitive British tariff on 
our manufactured products. One of the British do- 
minions—Canada—is now our best customer, and the 
falling off of Canadian trade as the result of a 
British customs union would be a’severe blow. 
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WE NOW OWN A GUTENBERG. 

Mr. Hoover has signed the bill authorizing the 
purchase for $1,500,000 of the Vollbehr collection of 
incunabula, or books dated from the cradle of print- 
ing in the fifteenth century. It has been estimated 
by American appraisers that the books are worth 
twice the sum. One volume alone, an original] Guten- 
berg Bible, one of three in existence, justifies the ex- 
penditure.

R. HERBERT C. HOOVER has just 
M signed the Smoot-Hawley tariff. In 

spite of what was expected by a ma- 
jority of American public, the President did 
not exercise his veto, which fact means the 
declaration of,a blockade decreed by the 
United States against the other countries of 
the world. 

Forgetting the meekness which ought to 
inspire the conduct of a chief of a nation 
before an act intended to provoke enor- 
mous international excitement, Mr. Hoover 
permitted himself to be led by a gréup of 
imperialists who dream about economic and 
financial control of the world. Everybody 
knew the terrible effect the approval of 
the tariff would have in all countries of 
the world. Washington had already listened 
to the energetic protests of England, France 
and Canada, of all nations bound to the 
powerful Northern Republic by ties of com- 
mercial friendship.

Judge Faris Censures E. R. 
Gaertner, Attorney, Who 
Pleaded Ignorance of Law. 


Erwin R. Gaertner, a lawyer, 
who operated a bill collection busi- 
ness with the aid of an automobile 
called the “shame car,” pleaded 
guilty of sending scurrilous matter 


through the mail and was fined 
$100 on each of four counts by 
Federal Judge Faris today. 

Assistant District Attorney Statt- 
ler said there wight as well have 
been 300 counts, in view of evi- 
dence on hand. The charge was 
that Gaertner, trying to collect 
bills, sent notices In envelopes 
whic had pictures in red-of the 
“shame car.” Gaertner’s counsel, 
former Appellate Judge Charles H. 
Daues, said the defendant appar- 
ently was ignorant of the law on 
the subject. 

“It is hard to believe,” Judge 
Faris told Gaertner, “that anyone 
could put that on an envelope and 
not know he was violating the law. 
This wasn’t original with you; it 
was Original about 440 years ago. I 
fear you not only do not keep up 


with the law, but you don’t read 


the newspapers.” :
